It may not be possible to get a 
title for oneself but if one has money 
enough one can acquire at least o 
choice collection of titled ancestors.

Just leave it to 
the pedigree peddler.

Indians Used W ampum 
as General Currency 


A h 
Im generally known, wampum 


w a s 
ii sort of Indian money or mourn* 
of exchange among tribes on roomer «*<1 
by Hie early colonist* along rho At­ 
lantic seaboard, and for a consider­ 
able distance inland, It. W. Thorp 
writes, in Adventure Magazine. 
The 
term itself is derived from an Algon­ 
quin word and referred to small shell 
beads of two kinds or d •Heriptfcnn, the 
difference In Hie two lying In the color, 
one sort being white arid the other 
violet. 
The violet heads arr* nearly 
always referred to as black wampum 
hy historians. 
They were all made in 
a cylindrical form, averaging about 
one-eighth of an Inch in diameter 
and one fourth inch in length. 
Most 
of these heads were bored in tin* cen­ 
ter and placed upon strings, some of 
which 
were afterward 
woven 
into 
bracelets, girdles and the like, and 
passed among flu* savages the same 
as gold and silver among the civilized 
peoples. 
Very little wampum was car­ 
ried In its loose form, the single 
strings being about the smallest unit 
of value, and that, according to length, 
as a matter of course. 
The black 
was the most valuable, and was worth, 
according to measure, ten shillings per 
fathom; while the white was worth 
only half that sum, probably owing to 
the fact that the former was made 
from a certain grade of shell, while 
the latter was a product made from 
various shells. 
The bracelets were next highest in 
value above tin* single strings and 
were made about nine Inches long, 
woven In stripes of black and white, 
six pieces In a row, the warp consist­ 
ing of leather thongs and the woof of 
thread. 
The bracelets were general­ 
ly 
worn 
by 
the sepia wa, 
wrapped 
twice or three times about the wrist. 
The finest of tie* wampum, and 
highest in value, was woven Into gir­ 
dles. 
These girdles were of two sorts. 
One kind was about a yard in length, 
with four!(ten strings In a row, woven 
intr* black and white squares, contin­ 
ued obliquely from edge to edge. The 
other was more complicated, consist­ 
ing of fifteen strings In a row woven 
Into 
black 
diamond 
squares 
and 
crosses within them, tile spaces be­ 
tween being filled with white. 
When 
not worn as the richest ornament of 
the possessor, tin* girdles were used 
in large payments or as a tree ared 
present or gift on auspicious occa­ 
sions.
